As promised in the reference you will find below such additional 
information as could be obtained from CARAVEL on why FELFE was not hired 
by the BfV, as. well as one or two other observations of CARAVEL which 
..seemed worth recording. To do this it seemed best to quote pertinent 
. / paragraphs from the contact report covering the (16 February 1962) meeting 
I' ‘ '* with CARAVEL.

‘ 2. "in relation to FELFE 1 s job application file which CARAVEL gave 

us in January, we asked why specifically FELFE was not hired by the BKA. 
According to CARAVEL the man applied in 1950/51 almost a year before the 
BKA office was ready to do any serious hiring. The BKA was looking for 
people with extensive experience in criminal investigation work and FELFE T s 
file was not considered seriously when slots became available because 
actual experience in criminal work was limited and because certificates 
covering employment and education were far from complete. The check with 
the Berlin Documents Center was made as part of a routine procedure for 
all applicants when the Documents Center was opened to the Germans. By 
this time FELFE was no longer being considered. 

• 3* "When CARAVEL read about the FELFE case in the papers, he remembered 
vaguely having seen something on the man and checked the files on his own. 

He gave us everything in the file. UTILITY has not checked with the BKA 
on FELFE or on any of his people. CARAVEL does not know, or claims not to 
know, any other UPHILL employees who may have also applied to the BKA at 
one time or another. Some of the old applicant files from the 1950 to 
1954 period have been destroyed, but there is no master list of either the 
destroyed or remaining files which we could check or which he could check. 
CARAVEL will think the matter over, but unless other names appear in the 
press or we give him some names to Jog his rather phenomenal memory, we 
are not likely to get anything more."
